By one 
o’clock the action may be considered at an 
end. Our division encamped upon the 
parade ground and upon the slope. General 
Frossard with General Bataille, with their 
field glasses, observed the retreat of the 
enemy, and directed @ battery to open on 
the railway bridge of the left, between Sarre- 
brack and Forbach. The bridge was de- 
fended y bags of earth and barrels of petro- 
leum. Our fire dislodged the Prussians, the 
last enemies, who took to flight under the 
fire of our trailleurs. The chassepots are 
terrible. They carried 1,000 or 1,200 metres, 
while the Prussian bullets are only efiective 
at 800. Upon the parade. ground everybody 
was talkiog gaily. The dead and wounded 
were few in number—two officers killed, one 
sergeant-major, and four soldiers. I am 
ignorant of the number of victims in the 
Prussian army, but it must be sonsiderable, 
having regard to the superiority and rapidity 
ofour fre.

Loxpox, Sept. 6.—Per cable special to the 
Tribune:—Their correspondent bad an inter- 
view with Bismarck, at the King’s head- 
quarters. In response to the inquiry, what 
were likely to be the conditions of peace 
demanded by King Wilham, Bismarck re- 
plied: There aie three ways of stopping an 
attack on the Rhenish Provinces. Firstly, 
we might make Alsace and Lorrain a neutral 
State, like Luxembuarg or Belgium, exten t-~ 
ing from the former country to Switzerland, 
and separate France and Prussia by a Gov- 
ernment of neutral States ; but I confess that 
it appears to me that. the neutrality of exist- 
ing email States is slready so difficult to pro- 
tect, and is at every. moment capable of so 
many dangerous complications, that I don’t 
thiok ft worth while to’ make any more 
neutral S:ates. Second, we might annex 
Alsace and Lorraine and bold ‘them os 
conquered territory, but I am sure that this 
would not be looked on favorably by the 
majority of Germans. We are anxious to 
complete our unity, but we don't want any 
people among us who are unwilling members 
of the German nation. That the Alsatians 
would be more disloyal subjects of Prussia, 
in spite of the greater number of them speak- 
ing the German language and being of Teu~ 
tunic origin, there can be no doubt, Third, 
there then remains to us the third course— 
to take Metz and Strasbourg and keep them. 
This is what we ghall do. ; 

Panis, Sept. 6—Bazaine maintains his 
position at Metz. Notwithstanding the 
strength of the Prussians, he is keepiog 
150,000 of them to guard him aad prevent 
his escape from the fortress.

The 
next two days were thereforo given up to rid- 
ing leBsons. After two-days instruction the 
miners and workmen were able to keep them- 
selves on their horses; and on Saturday 
night the whole body crossed the French 
frontier mounted. The miners and workmen 
were charged to push on with .all possible 
baste to the viaduct, while the Ulans engag- 
edthe French outposts;:who were this time 
surprised. They accomplished their task 
with pertect intelligence and success. The 
country was roused trom sleep by an explos- 
ion which sent the great viaduct into the air. 
The miners rushed out again upon the rail- 
way upon the spot where they had retreated 
after lighting the end of the train, and suc- 
ceeded in tearing and blowing up some length 
of line on both sides of the viaduct, then 
mounted their horses again and got back 
safe into Bavarian territory.

Death of General Douay. 


The Moniteur gives the following account 
of the death of General Duuay, at the battle 
of Weissenberg :— 

‘The General was from the beginning in 
the thickest of the fight. When he saw the 
day was lost, atter be had done all he could 
to retrieve it, when not even a battalion was 
left him, he called his aids one by one, gave 
them orders and sent them away. As soon 
as the last one nas gone, the General, spur- 
ring his horse, rode some distance to the 
front; dismounted, and taking a pistol from 
the holster shet the animal. Then tarning 
around, he slowly walked towards the enemy. 
His soldiers vainly tried to stop him. Amid 
the terrible firing he deliberately walked on. 
The retreating soldiers, aroused 
spectacle, turned again upon the enemy, but 
fell in heaps around their Geperal, who still 
passed forwatd, Another tremendous dis- 
charge from the enemy, and General Douay, 
almost alone, fell dead.

Daty in: such a 
pecuiiar case would seem to be obvious. Let 
the labour that is surplus in the home fields 
transport itself, or get itself transported, to 
these Colonial fields which contain untouched 
such boundless mineral and agrigultural 
wealth. Labour, like water, should’ be not 
only allowed, but assisted, to find its own 
level. It water is permitted to accumulate 
superabundantly, it will destroy, either by 
bursting its bounds or by breeding malaria. 
ho, likewise, will unemployed Jabout, if by 
some evil chance or mischancejit shoujd come 
to be accumulated in vast unmanngeable 
masses. Wantof work involves more than 
hunger. It: involves social wretcheduess, 
moral indifference, irreligion, crime, Tana in 
its remoier consequences, potitien! anarchy, 

These are something like the views of those 
who wish to see established a National System 
of Emigration, by means of which the country 
may be relieved of some of her surplus popu- 
lation, and thus be able to ‘‘escape trom 
demestic issues which are horrible to con- 
template,’’ Nature herself, Mr Carlyle'tninks, 
poiats to emigration as the safety-vale for 
over-population, as well as the way of satey 
from many other socialevils. This has never 
been denied. \Emigration operates, and has 
operated from\ the beginning of society, 
according to natural laws, and has seldom 
failed, so far as Wwe are aware, in a great 
measure fulfilling\ its: beneficent function, 
The country of departure is slowly relieved of 
its sed pressure; the \country of arrival is 
benefited by the industrial armies; and the 
armies themselves are saved from siuking into 
hopeless Spoverty by fidding in the new 
¢o.onies—what were becoming bard, difficuit, 
and impossible in the) old countries—-ample 
employment and ample physical comfort, if 
for a time also somewhat rough. No British 
Government has been ignorant of such facts 
of emigration ; but hitherto no Govefoment 
bas sought to interfere with iis natural flow, 
choosing rather to let it originate \jn the 
national need or desire, and allow it to seek 
its own channels and ports fof debarkation. 
This method of non-interference is certuinly 
in accordance with orthodox views of econo- 
mic science ; and now that the Government is 
called upon by a large and increasing pection 
of social reformers and philanthropists to 
forma scheme of national emigration, it 
holds aloof, and mutters something like the 
word ‘‘Impossible.’’ | 

But ‘tall Englisif souls,’’ Mr, Carlyle main- 
taios, have a right to answer their Govern- 
ment in this case, by saying that ‘It is im- 
possible for us to believe it to be impossible !’’ 
And certainly it does look a little meno and 
cowardly forany British Government to use 
such a word regarding a scheme which per- 
haps more than any other seems the direct 
issue of British genius. Much, however,may 
be said for the Government. The dread of 
interfering with tke natural action and reac- 
tion of the economic laws is possibly a whole- 
some one. But, on the other hand, it ought 
to Be said that laws should conduce to iree- 
dom, and never be allowed'to shackle it. To 
make a divinity of any economic law is to set 
up su alter of weakness and folly. Toe grand 
colony of Australian can accommodate buo- 
dreds of thousands of men ; so can New Zea- 
land so can the Cape Colonies; and! so can 
Canade. Bat they can only get dribblets in- 
stead. Why is this, when Great Britain is 
overcrowded with human beings, to! whom 
bare life is growing more-and more an insol- 
uble problem? The answer is, That. so long 
az the Government prostrates itself! before 
tradition and law, it will scarcely do any- 
thing to help the couatry to swarm off its 
busy beess to the fresh fields and new past- 
ures which actually belong to itself. The 
consequence is, that while the British 
Colonies have millions of unoccupied 
acres, Great Britain and Ireland have 
become the two great human stock-breeding 
farms of the United States,for those ts 
that can pay,go to the States while ¥ 
cannot pay atonce, but would go if 
any of the British stay at
